Obermayer fails to disclose that at the opposing ends of the bar shaped seal has an enlarged end to be filled on the enlarged recess. 
Obermayer disclose that a seal ring (10) is attached to the opposite ends of the bar seal member and placed on the enlarged recess. 
Fatt teaches a seal structure for an engine body comprising a seal member (28) having enlarged opposite ends (30). Between the 
enlarged end portion of the seal and the joint surfaces is placed a gasket (32) to entirely fill the enlarged recess.
